the watch on the walls, the men

shal Joffre put up a valiant bat- 
tle with death today but his doc- 
tors believed he could postpone 
defeat for only a day more at 
best. 
Since 3 p. m. the "Hero of the 


Marne" has been sinking. Most of 
the time he has been in a coma, 
with slight intervals in which he 
seemed to recognize those about 
him but could not speak to them. 


The folowing, bulletin, was 


signed by attending .physicians 
at 7:30 o'clock this morning: 


"The night was without inci- 


dent. Patient feeble but preserv- 
.ng all his lucidity. Pulse 90. Tem- 
perature 37.5 (95.5 fahrenheit.)" 


Dr. Fontaine, who remained 


with Marshal throughout last 
night, told newspapermen that 
the old soldier had "upset all 
prognostications and might con- 
tinue in his present condition all 
day."The marshal is of course ex- 
tremely weak and continues to 
sink," he .said, "but very slowly. 
He had a relatively calm night 
and from tune to tune he started 
up but relapsed again into pro- 
found calm." 


He has had his left leg ampu- 


tated in treatment of severe ar- 
teritis.

tuted the • proceedings against 
seven alleged participants in the 
mob violence when the Grant 
county grand jury failed to in- 
dict, anyone following its inves- 
tigation, will have two deputies 
here tomorrow to assist Prosecu- 
tor Harley F. Hardin of Grant 
county. 
- 


The deputies will be Merl M. 


Wall and Earl B. Stroup, who 
were sent here the day following 
the lynching to aid the prosecu- 
tor, and to conduct a court of 
inquiry. Judge O. D. Clawson of 


c^urt 
the circuit court will hear the 
case. 


Robert Beshire, 45, will be the 


first to go to trial He and Ches- 
ter Pease, 32, Everett .Clark, 22, 
and Philip Boyd, 17, are under 
bond after pleading not guilty to 
the state's affidavits charging 
active'participation in a lynch- 
ing. The last three will go- on 
trial after Beshire's hearing! 


The attorney- general filed 


affidavits against three others 
but they have not yet been ap- 
prehended.' He also filed an af- 
fidavit against Sheriff Campbell, 
charging neglect of official duty, 
but that matter is pending, 
awaiting a ruling on a motion to 
quash the affidavit. 


The victims of the lynching, 


which took place on the night of 


August 7, were Thomas- Shipp, 
and Abe Smith, 19-year-old Ne- 
groes. They were accused of the 
fatal shooting of Claude Deeter, \ 
23, of Fairmount, Ind.,. and of a 
criminal assault upon Miss Mary 
Ball, 18, his fiancee. They al- 
legedly confessed shortly before 
they were hanged to -a. tree in 
the court' house yard. 


Conviction of active participa- 


tion in a lynching is made a 
death penalty, or life imprison- 
ment in the Indiana statute 
Convicted of being present, and 
abetting :such an affair may re- 
sult in prison terms. 


Under -the statute it is the 


duty of the atorney general to 
institute proceedings against the 
-sheriff, and the' law declares 
that the fact a lynching occurs 
shall be prima- facie evidence 
that the sheriff has failed of 
duty- . The attorney general, is 
given no. alternative in the mat- 
ter.? 


.Sheriff Campbell's term of of- 


fice is soon to expire, however, 
and the provision in the law 
that he may be ousted from of- 
fice^ upon conviction will not be

There is an old saying that if wishes were 


horses beggars would ride. Though wishes will 
never be horses nor motor cars, beggars in these 
times, or many of them, do ride, their street 
collections more than providing the means. 


There is the story of a beggar who became so 


rich that he drove down to his daily New York 
stand in a Rollys-Royce and lived in a Park 
avenue apartment. A mendicant of such opu- 
lance may be largely imaginary, but there are 
known facts upon which such a story could be 
based, for there are said to be many New York 
beggars well able to afford a car. John D. God- 
frey, mendicancy office of the Brooklyn bureau 
of charities, estimates that some 6,000 to 7,000 
beggars in the city every day collect about $125,- 
000 from the charitable passersby. 


It is said that the subway provides the beggars 


with one of their most profitable -shakedown 
spots," owing to the large compact audiences 
wherein "the contagion of giving spreads rapid- 
ly." 


It is interesting to learn that most of the dimes 


and quarters which respond to sniffling appeals 
come out of the pockets of people of modest 
means, small-salaried young clerks and tender- 
hearted stenographers who can ill afford the 
outlay. They do not realize that the. welfare 
agencies of the city are ample and nobody need 
be forced to beg. 


Of course, the professional beggar is careful to 


steer clear of these agencies and all charity or- 
ganizations, for otherwise he might be em- 
barrassed by the offer of work. 


DRY ICE WONDERS 


Few things have interested folk more in recent 


months than the new varieties of so-called dry 
ice that are merchandized under different trade 
names. One of these is made by mechanically 
freezing carbon dioxide, the same gas which im- 
parts fizz to soda water. 


After being frozen and reduced to a solid, this 


carbon dioxide can be used as a highly efficient 
refrigerant. With this new kind of heat absorb- 
ing substance,, jt becomes possible to transport 
ice cream from New York to the tropics. Carloads 
of frozen fish can be shipped from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific in perfect condition without any 
need for reicing. 
^ 


What a really amazing thing it is to think that 


the ordinary flue gas that passes off to the at- 
mosphere from millions of chimneys may one day 
be caught and reduced to a product that will be- 
come immediately a direct competitor of ordin- 
ary ice. Of course, we are not getting our carbon 
dioxide at present from chimney gases. Other 
sources are more readily available and give us a 
cheaper product. 


In fact, even in this early stage of the art of 


making dry ice, one pound of solid carbon dioxide 
will do the refrigerating work of fifteen pounds 
of water ice, which is extremely interesting in 
view of the fact that the cost of this strange new 
product is only ten times that of ordinary ice. 


This remarkable refrigerant is very light in 


weight, its evaporation is slow and instead of the 
user later on having to take care of a disagree- 
able liquid, the dry ice gives off only a harmless 
gas that seems to preserve rather than injure 
food stuffs. 
Already people carrying home 


packages of ice cream packed in dry ice find that 
they can keep the cream in good shape for at 
least thirty-six hours. 


The temperature of this solid gas is about 110 


degrees below zero. It is so cold that if- grapsed 
too firmly it will destroy cell tissue just like a 
bum.' In several instances ice cream shipped 
several hundred miles under the preservation of 
dry ice reached its destination in such a cold 
codition that it had to be warmed before being 
eaten. If this had not been done, the lips would 
have been burned when the cream touched the 
mouth. Who can say what the ultimate effect of 
this new development will be on our present ice 
industry?

Indiana will be the first state 
to carry the message of child 
health and protection 
to her 


people as outlined in 
President 


Hoover's recent White House 
Conference, when the state child 
health and welfare conference is 
held in Indianapolis January 15, 
16 and 17, according to an an- 
nouncement by Dr. William F.
